WONDERFUL GROWTH OF THE WEST 


The Postoffice Department Anxious to 


Keep Up with the Needs of the Country 
West of the 
MinUssippi — Questions 


Wljk-h Some of the Western States 
Will Soon Have to Meet—Fast Time on 
tin- Rail—Capital Callings. 
WASHINGTON CITY, July 29.—First As- 


sistant Postmaster General Clarkson has 
returned to Washington from an extend- 
ed 
trip throughout the northwestern 


states. He says: "I have been gone nearly 
two mouths ntiil have traveled 9,000 miles, 
passing through fifteen states. I spent 
nearly »11 the time in the country west of 
the ilUinuri river, where there is such re- 
markable development and growth. My 
tour comprehended all the important 
cities west of Chicago and north'of Kan- 
sas C'ity. No one can understar.d how rap- 
idly that great country is developing un- 
til he kea&. It has not had in any of the 
departments of the government the of- 
ficial facilities that it is entitled to. This 
is largely because of its extraordinary 
growth. I traveled on the fast mail from 
central Iowa to Portland, Ore., which 
makes a good deal of the time sixty-seven 
miles an hour, and the service i* very ef- 
ficient; and other fast mail* are being 
brought up to the standard of efficiency. 


Wonderful Development. 


The postoffices in the cities that have- 


been doubling every year or two were 
looked over, and I have returned with 
strong 
recommendations for increased 


allowance'? for nearly all of them, and 
gome of the-e have already been granted. 
The department is anxious to try and 
keep up with that country in its pro- 
digious growth and increase of population 
and business. I made a pretty thorough 
tour of Wyoming, Colorado, Montana, 
Idaho, 
Ori'gon, Washington and Cali- 


fornia. The development of the states in 
the mouatain.s and ou the Pacific slope is 
simply wonderful. 
Tne Puget Sound 


country in western Washington is the 
finest I have ever seen. The cities are 
most wonderful in their growth. 
I have 


never seen a country to equal that region 
in climate, soil, resources and beauty of 
scenery. Th? larger half of the country 
lying vre-.t of the Mississippi river is 
undergoing great prosjierity. 


Many Questions to Meet. 


It has many great questions which 


must soon be met. The silver question 
has been fairly settled. It is pretty well 
satisfied with that. The question of irri- 
gation is now, I tiiink a larger one with 
all the mountain states than even that of 
silver: and the uovernment ought soon 
to devise some vast system of water stor- 
age, so as to utilize the moisture provided 
by nature for the immense area of land 
now tueleiw because of want of water, or 
elao it ou^ht to enact legislation protect 
ing private capital in providing such 
storHge. The people are not talking much 
of politics; they seem to desire for rest in 
that. Uiffeient from th" east, the west is 
not yet discu^sin^ the contest of 1H92." 


It is understood thai when Col. Clark- 


ion completes his repurt on postal affairs 
iu the west, which will be in about two 
weeki, tlmt lie will tender his resignation 
to the postm.ister general. 


HOT WORDS IN THE HOUSE. 


Struble of lona Makrs a Bitter Attack 


on Speaker Reed. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July £).— The house 


Tuesday passed a joint resolution extend- 
ing to the 14th of August existing appro- 
priations and Jaws for such expenditures 
as have iiot been provided for in bills 
passed. The ki>u.-te then went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the senate amend- 
ments to the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, the item under discus-ion being one 
appropriating 
4230,000 
for additional 


accommodation for the government print- 
ing office. 


During the debate Struble of Iowa made 


a bitter attack on Speaker Reed for his 
action 
toward gentlemen interested in 


public building bills. He spoke of the 
speaker's manner as sneering, and con- 
trasted it with the courteous manner of 
Carlisle when lie was speaker. He asked 
if the members would continue to submit 
like cowards to the speaker's dictation. 
His remarks were applauded vigorously 
by the Democrats. 


Senate Proceedings. 


In the senate Sherman offered a resolu- 


tion for the daily meeting of the senate at 
10 a. m. The resolution went over. The 
tariff bill having been taken up, the mo- 
tion to reduce trie rate on acetic acid was 
voted down by a strict party vote. A sim- 
ilar motion regarding boracic acid was 
also voted down. Jones of Arkansas ad- 
dressed the senate in opposition to the 
bill. 


To Move tb« Ute Indiana. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 29.—A proposi- 


tion to remove the Ute Indians from their 
reservation in Colorado across the line to 
Utah will not probably be acted upon at 
this session of congress. Opinions differ 
to widely as to the advisability of the 
change that neither branch of congress is 
willing t > act in the premises without 
more specific information. The probabil- 
ity is that a committee consisting of mem- 
bers of the house and senate Indian com- 
mittee will visit Co.orado after the ad- 
journment of congress and decide for 
themselves the proper course to pursue, 
If the adjournment bs delayed until late 
In the autumn the committee will defer 
its departure until next spring, thus caus- 
ing a postponement of the whole matter 
lor upward of two years.

Claim to a Big Estate.

share in an estate of »50,000,000, which the 
petitioner soys has been left by Manassah 
Coyle of Pennsylvania. He claims that 
ths Coyle family originated in Ireland and 
that Manassah CoyVs forefather emi- 
grated to America in 1T9S, rind settled in 
Pennsylvania. Nothing is known here of 
the Coyle estate.

An Oshkosh Officer Shot Down by a Bad 


Character. 


OSHKOSH, Wis., July 29.—Officer Louis 


Harder, a young married man, was shot 
down Monday night by Hank Ripple, i 
man well-known by the police. Ripple 
bad been raising a rumpus iu a Kansis 
street saloon and carried his boisterous 
conduct into the street, when Officer Har- 
der told him if he did not behave he 
would arrest him. "If you do I will blow 
your brains out," said Ripple, defiantly. 
He continued his actions and Harder 
walked toward him. Quick as a flash 
Ripple pulled his revolver and fired three 
shots in quick succession. Two took ef- 
fert in Carder's throat and the other 'U 
his stomach. Harder dropped dead and 
in the excitement Hippie got away, but 
by means of his dog, which followed him, 
the chief of police and a squad of officers 
located him hiciiug iu a patch of weeds. 
He was overpowered and arrested, but he 
was immediately surrounded by a thou- 
sand infuriated citizens, and the police 
were obliged to use their clubs in order to 
protect their prisoner.

Mrs. Novak expired in St. Vincent's 
hospital about an hour after the shooting

Had It All His Own Way. 


TEXAKKANA, Texas, July 20.—A west- 


bound mail car on the Iron Mountain rail- 
road was cleaned out by a robber Sntu-- 
day night. The car was standing in the 
yards and the postal clerk, J. V. Montrief, 
was at supper. The robber forced a door 
open and filled a bag which he carried 
with all the valuable mail he could find. 
Five sacks were cut open and their con- 
tents sifted. He was seen carrying off his 
plunder, but has so far evaded arrest. 
The portal authorities do not know the 
extent of the loss but estimate it at $3,000.

interred at the Odd Fellows' cemetery 
Monday afternoon. It was the largest 
funeral ever witnessed in this section. 
Business was suspended and bueiuess- 
houses and public buildings were draped 
in mourning in honor of the distinguished 
dead. Telegrams of condolence were re- 
ceived from Senator Cullom, Congressman 
Williams, and others.

Americans Tender Assistance 


to Guatemala 


AND OFFER TO SEND HER TROOPS. 


An Ex-Colonel and un Ex-Brigadier Gen- 


eral Who Want to Uuise Troops and 
Take Them to Central America for a 
Consideration—End of the Insurrection 
in the Argentine Republic—-The Gov- 
ernment Still tiiv«s. 
NEW YORK, July M. —The republic of 


Guatemala has completed negotiations 
for the purchase o£ 20,000 stand of arms 
and right on top of this comes the news 
that an army of 3,000 trained soldiers was 
also tendered to that government. Minis- 
ter Fernando Cruz from Guatemala was 
in consultation all day with his consul 
general, Jacob Baiz. These gentlemen ex- 
press the utmost confidence that Guate- 
mala will triumph in the long run. When 
a reporter asked Consul. Genaral Baia 
about the troops for Guatemala he at first 
avoided the subject, but when pressed fur- 
ther he acknowledged that offers of as- 
sistance had been made. He said that an 
ex-colonel in the Seventh Missouri infan- 
try had offered to raise 3,000 recruits with- 
in two weeks and have them all equipped 
and ready to anil. 


Hitch in the Negotiations. 


The only point which separates the two 


parties in the negotiations is 1u the pro- 
vision made by the colonel that 130,000 be 
placed in bank in this city to the credit of 
trustees, to be held as u guarantee fund 
for the troops. Minister Cruz was unable 
to commuuicate by cable with his govern- 
ment becau.sB the telegraph wires are in 
the hands of the enemy, but he will make 
a decision soon. In the meantime he ia 
considering another proposition from an 
ex brigadier general of the army and a 
graduate of the West Point Military aca- 
demy, for the furnishing of two regiments 
of troops to be recruited in this city and 
sent to Guatemala as workmen on a new 
telegraph line. 


With Nentnegs and Dispatch. 


This military gentleman lays out an 


elaborate plan of campaign, by which 
Guatemala could overcome her enemy 
with ntmtne.ss and dispatch. Still an- 
other proposition is under consideration, 
which has been made by a Brooklyn man. 
This gentleman was iu <oii=,ultation with 
Consul General Biay. and Minister Cruz, 
and the objection was made that his plan 
is not exti.'ii.sive enough to suit the views 
of the Guatemalan officials. 


IT WAS SOON OVER. 


The Insurrection in the Argentine Re- 


public* Completely Subdued.

The Terms ot Settlement. 


LONDON, July an.—The terms for a settle- 


ment of tlie troubles between the revolu- 
tionists and j^overnmctit, according to a 
dispatch published in The Times from 
Buenos Ay res, dated Monday evening, 
are: That the civilians who have taken 
part in the insurrection will not be pun- 
ished. All captains of the revolutionary 
forces and ail oitk'ers above the grnde of 
captain will be deprived of their rank. 
The artillery of tbe insurrectionists will 
be surrendered. The situation, as above 
depicted, is Ij.ited upon tliu statement of 
Presidert Celuinn. 


Quarreled O\er Politics. 


NEW VOIIK, J'lly Z.) —Conrad O'Rourke, 


60 years old, of 11 Mackurs street, west 
New York, and John Mack, also of west 
New York, were sitting on the stoop in 
front of the former's house on Sunday 
night talking politics. 
They came to 


blows, and O'Rourke's wife ran out of the 
house and pushed Mack down the steps. 
He pulled O'Rmirke after him and they 
rolled down 
into the street together. 


O'Rourke fell on his head and was picked 
up unconscious. Mack Has only bruised 
by the fall and he went home. O'Rourke 
died of his injuries, und Mnck will be 
arrested, charged with killing him. 


The Profit-Sharing System. 


JOI.IET, Ills., July 29.—The first install- 


ment of the profit-sharing system inaugu- 
rated by the Illinois Steel company last 
winter wns paid Monday to 860 employes 
who had been in continuous service for 
one year. The amount distributed was 
$1,000, or 1 per cent, of the salaries re- 
ceived. The money will be distributed 
every quarter at the increased rate of 1 per 
cent, per year till it reaches 5 percent., 
where It will remain. This only applies 
to the company's Joliet works. It takes 
well with the men. 


One Robber to Two Hacks. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 29.—The Picayune's 


Mineral Wells, Tex., special says: As the 
hacks were returning to Mineral Wells 
from meeting the west-bound passenger 
train at Millsap, at noon Monday, a lone 
masked highwayman held up two hacks. 
A man and his wife from Waxahachie in 
one hack were robbed of $40 and a gold 
watch, and James vVeitzel, of Weather- 
ford, in the second hack, was robbed ot 
$HQ and a gold watch. One of the back 
drivers was relieved of his watch. 


Fall of a Railway Trestle. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July U9.— Whlto 


placing a trestle on a new bridge across 
the Tennessee river the bant broke and 
the trestle fell, striking a barge contain- 
ing twenty-five men, throwing them into 
the river. Sam Gillord was drowned and 
George Hosiuer and Alt Reynolds were se- 
riously injured by falling timbers. The 
others were rescued uninjured. 


Found Her Body iu a Cistern. 


PRINCETON, Ills., July 29.— The body of 


Mrs. Jafan Douglass, late Mrs. Morgan 
North, of Princeton, was found in her 
cistern, in twelve feet of water, Monday. 
The supposition is that she committed 
suicide, as it is known,she was much dis- 
turbed in mind about some litigation. 


Thrown in Front of H Slower.

PHILADELPHIA, July aft— The Edison 


phonograph has got to go; or, In other 
words, it can no longer remain In Fair- 
mount park. Th« park commission has 
pronounced it dangerous and banished it 
from the park. A few dart ago the pho- 
nograph was giving selact recitals from 
Theodore Thomas' concerts and the Ital- 
ian operas. But their voic«s are forever 
hushed in the park limits, for the park 
commission has decided that the phono- 
graph Is injurious to the public health. 
Several operators have recently put in 
phonograph exhibits at an expense of 
about $400 each. One of the members of 
the committee on superintendents and po- 
lice objected to the phonograph ou tie 
ground that it was injurious to the public 
health, not only on account of a liability 
to causa deafness, but because ot a liabil- 
ity to transmit disease of the ear by the in- 
discriminate use by the public. It is also 
claimed that dangerous blood diseases 
may be contracted by contact with the 
hearing tube used by all classes of people 
with the membrane in the ear. 


A Raging Coufiugrutfan.

port like the tearing of muslin told too 
plainly that something hod given way. 
No further accidents happened until the 
parson gave out the hymn. The sermon 
had been a long one. While the congre- 
gation sat the varnish, entering into the 
spirit of the ocussion, set, and when the 
devout worshippers sought to rise they 
found themselves stuck fast to their seats, 
It took three-quarters of an hour to free 
all the prisoners. All the ladles' handsome 
toilets were ruined and large portions of 
them still decorate the newly painted 
pews of the church.

COLLISION OrVSTEAMERS. 


Three People Killed, a Number Injured 


and Ten NlMlng. 


BALTIMORE, July 29 —A crowded excur- 


sion steamer, the Louise, returning from 
Telchester beaoh 
with 1,000 souls on 


board Monday night, crashed into the Bay 
line steamer Virginia bound for Norfolk, 
at Fort Carroll. In uu instant merriment 
was changed to horror, uiad shrieks filled 
the air, children were trampled under 
foot, strong men rudely pushed aside 
weak women, all in an insane endeavor 
to get away from danger. Three persons 
were almost mrtantly killed, a number 
badly injured, aud ten persons are still 
missing. The dead are: Mrs. Catharine 
M. Keyscr; Charles Granger, 5 years old; 
Daniel Keep, 10 yeiirs old. Among the 
injured, Adolph Miller, can not recover 
and others are sure to die of their injur- 
ies. It is now believed that those re- 
ported as missing jumped overboard and 
were drowned. Search has been made all 
morning for bodies, but none have thus 
far been recovered.

The hole in the ground that Is to carry 


away Decatur's sewage moves along in its 
construction quite rapidly. 
Excavation 


was made Monday and yesterday at the 
corner of Broadway and Cerro Gordo streets 
about noon the big steam pump was set in 
operation there to keep the water down 
Tbe flow was rapid and all the neighboring 
streets and ditches 
for several blocks 


around were well irrigated. The excava- 
tion is made on both sides of the Short Line 
track in such a way as not to interfere yet 
with the running of cars over the line 
Drain ditches have been dug at Broadway 
and Eldorado streets to dispose of the sur 
plus water that is still being pumped there 
As the excavation moves toward the rail 
road through high ground it becomes much 
deeper, and is now indeed quite a hole.
